reference does not disclo'^e a deformable bladdei. 1 he Bnnkman al reierencc discloses a 
cool.ns.' b)^((.k"ci ifiadc ol piastic ptetetably polyethylene because of its relatively good heat 
conducti\ it; accompanied b\ hi^h ^specific conductivity. 

The Applicants have amended claim 1 to read that the cooling bladder i$ external to the 
p!ura!ii> of electrochemical cells. Clearly, Briiibnan et al. recite "cooling elements arranged 
abo\e ihe piales, within the electrolyte" (column 1, lines 7-9). Also Brinkman et al. states 
(voiumn 2 Imes o2-63) that the in\c{itmn is^ "aJih/uK coolm^ eiements immersed in the 
eloLtiolxte above die plates" In addition 1 igure.s I mid 2 sho\\ two diikrent configurations of 
cotihng bUdders \.uhin an electrochemical ccli in the electrolyte. In column 3, lines 2*^)-" 3, 
Brinkman ci ai. recite:* "As shown in FIGS. 1 and 2, tlie cooling elements 3 are so arranged m the 
individual storage batten,- cells 2 that they arc permanentl) submerged in the electrolyte",
